It was a very interesting experi- 
ence to represent the League of} 
California Cities at the American | 
Municipal Association conference 
in Philadelphia earlier this month. 
The association membership is 
open to state leagues and individ- 
ual cities with populations exceed- 
ing 100,000. Total attendance of 
delegates and guests of about 900 
was approximately one-third the} 
attendance the eague of California 
Cities has at its annual conference. 
California’s delegation of 90 was 
second only to Michigan’s 107. 

I had not realized so many 
California cities which are not | 
direct members (but indirect | 
through membership in the 
League) sent representatives to 
this conference. 

In addition to the direct mem-| 
ber cities of Berkeley, Long| 
Beach, Los Angeles, Oakland, Pas- 
adena, Richmond, San Diego and 
San Jose, there were delegates 
from Anaheim, Burbank, Concord, 
Fresno, Hayward, Huntington} 
Park, Lakewood, Ontario, Palo Al- 
to, Riverside, San Bernardino, San} 
Gabriel, San Leandro, Santa Mon-| 
ica, South Gate, Visalia and Wal- 
nut Creek. 

The conference program took 
place on three days, preceded on 
Sunday by meetings of the various 
committees to whip their final re- 
ports in shape for the member- 
ship. My own assignment was to 
the nominating committee, charg- 
ed with the proposal of officers 
for the ensuing year. 

The program included talks 
and discussiens on traffic and 
varking, urhben transvortatian 
highways, public retations, wa 
ter nollution and civil defense, 
Although there was much of a 
constructive nature presented, 
the programs were as a whole 
inferior in variety, quantity and 
quality to those of our state 
league. 

The American Municipal associ- 
ation is designed to give munici- 
palities information on particular! 
problems gathered from nation-} 
wide experience, and to represent} 
the cities in Washington. | 

My principal reaction to the} 
conference is what I consider the 
irresponsibility of the big city and 
southern mayors. In introducing 
and voting on resolutions, thev| 
went overboard (in my opinion) | 
on demands for much greater fed-} 
eral aid in housing, highways and| 
other subjects, with local contri 
bution held to little or nothing. 

In our state league delibera- 
tions and programs, we try to | 
cesusider all sides of a problem 


and take a fully defensible | 
stand. | 
The AMA majority, however 


impresses me as looking only to} 
how much we can get out of Uncle} 
for our own little city, and mak 
ing a try for it. This attitude will} 
cause AMA to make a minimum| 
impression on congress. 

This is not to say that AMA is | 
not a worth while organization. | 
The staff is very capable and eXx-| 
tremely valuable in helping muni-} 
Cipalities in their dealings with} 
the federat government, AMA did| 
us invaluable service in our Stan-} 
ford Village problems, and 
ranged all the appointments on} 
the trips to Washington made by} 
Mike Belangie and me. |

This “Operation Santa Claus” be- 
gan three years ago when Mrs. 
Porter met the principal of the 
school across the bay. It was then 
that Mrs. Porter learned of the 
poverty over there, and decided to 
put it to her own pupils whether 
they would continue to exchange 
Christmas gifts or donate them to 
needier children. 

There was only one answer; 
thus, this year’s program is the 
fourth. Before the condemnation 
of Central school, students there 
also participated—now many of 
the latter are at Encinal. 

According to Mrs. Porter and to 
mothers who have visited the 
“adopted” school, the contrast is 
almost unbelievable — especially 
when one considers that by driv- 
ing distance it’s not too far away. 


Curriculum in the East Bay 
school has been revamped to suit 
the needs of the youngsters who 
attend. There are several courses 


when they are graduated — in 
many of these classes, such as shoe- 
making and sewing, the clothing 
which Encinal PTA collects is re- 
juvenated. 

The few children in the school 
who tend toward scholarship are 
given the wholehearted support of 
teachers, service clubs and other 
organizations in the community, 
who raise money in order to keep 
them in school.
